Today 
these products are pure, un- 
adulterated, truthfully la- 
beled and advertised, and 
universally used. 


A law enacted by con- 


gress 25 years ago effected 
this remarkable change. It 
is the federal 
Food 
and 


Drug 
Act, an act which 


might come under the gerf- 
eral definitions of socialism, 
paternalism and government 
interference with business, 
but 
nevertheless a neces- 


sary and salutary law. 


When this measure came 


up for passage in congress 
business united in opposing 
it. Manufacturers and mer- 
chants saw in it unwarrant- 
ed interference with busi- 
ness and feared all business 
would suffer if it became 
law. 
Some of this opposi- 


tion probably was due to 
the fact that the measure 
was a product of the muck-; 
raking days, had the sup- 
port of the demagogues and 
bureaucrats, and bore all the 
earmarks of socialistic, pa- 
ternalistic and radical legis- 
lation. 


Business would 'be the 


last to consent to the repeal 
of the law today. Much of 
the tremendous increase in 
consumption of manufactur- 
ed foods and drugs can be 
traced directly to the pub- 
lic confidence 
created by 


the guarantees of the Food 
and Drugs Act.

AFTER SHORT SESSIONS 


FRIDAY 


AUSTIN1, July 17.—(ff)—Start of 
the investigation of the oil indus- 
try by the lower branch of the 
legislature acting aa a committee 
of the whole "was delayed today 
whil.e floor leaders conferred on 
the best method of procedure. The 
house was in session approximate- 
ly one hour and recessed to per- 
mit a course of procedure to be 
outlined. 


The senate was in session seven 


minutes and adjourned until Mon- 
day. 
One bill was introduced. It 
was by Senator Charlea Gainer 
of Bryan and provided for estab- 
lishment of 
a 
comm'.-iion of 


three to administer conservation 
laws. One of tha members would 
be appointed by the governor, one 
by the senate and one by the 
house of representatives. Produc- 
tion would be limited to a reason- 
able market demand and the com- 
mission would, be given authority 
to fix the minimum price of oil 
and natural gat at the wells. 


The price of oil would be 15 


times the price of gasoline per 
gallon sold at retail, lees taxes 
and transportation charges. 
TVie 
price of natural gas at the- well 
would be 25 per cent of the re- 
tail price to consumers. 


Two bills dealing with oil were 


introduced in the house and re- 
ferred to the committee of the 
whole one, regarded as the ad- 
ministration bill, offered by Rep- 
resentative Alfred Petsch of Fred- 
erlcksburg and 
others,, provided 


for a conservation commission of 
three appointed by the 
governor 


to direct administration of the 
conservation laws and was aimed 
primarily 
at preventing 
physical 
waste, according to its authors. 
No attempt was made in the bill 
to prevent economic waste.

The second house bill, by Rep-, 


resentative J. T. Cox of Groes- 
beck, provided that no oil or gas 
well shall be drilled nearer than 
600 feet to any completed well or 
any 
drilling well 
on (the same 


or adjoining tract or within 300 
feet of the property line of the 
tract. 
Provision was made for 
exceptions to the 300 foot rule in 
event vested rights were jeopard- 
ized. The bill provided for admin- 
istration of the aw by the rail- 
road commission. 


New Resolution Offered 


A 
resolution 
was 
introduced 


shortly after the session opened 
by Petsch to authorize Speaker 
Fred Minor to preside over ses- 
sions of the 
committee of 
the 


whole and to isaue subpoenas for 
witnesses at the request of mem- 
bers. 
Each member would have 


the right to interrogate his own 
witnesses before turning him over 
for general-examination. 


This procedure met with objec- 


tion from Representative Lee Sat- 
terwhite of Odessa who expressed 
fear that certain members might 
attempt to delay the proceedings 
by having several witnesses sum- 
monel. 
This view was concurred 


in by Petsch and other signers of 
the resolution, Petsch declaring he 
wanted it "distinctly

"Under this resolution," Petsch 
stated, ''each member of the house 
is placed on equal footing so there

MAKEUP 
It is a foolish woman who does 
not change her makeup these very 
hot summer weeks. Some women 
find that a certain amount 
ot 
makeup is necessary, some more

AFTER LONG ILLNESS

Dr. Suttle was made a fellow of 


the American College of Surgeons 
in 1920, and was a member of 
the Navarro county, Texas, South- 
ern and American Medical Socie- 
ties. 
He • held many important 
posts in the county and state as- 
sociations. 
He was orator o£ the 


Texas Medical Society, and 
re- 
cently was elected to life mem- 
berships in the Navarro County 
and Texas Medical societies. 


Always striving for the better 


things in life and ever alert to 
improve his knowledge concern- 
ing 
his 
chosen 
profession, Dr. 
,Suttle, a student by nature, never 
'ceased his efforts of self educa- 
tion from the time, when a young) 
man, he took up the profession 
•in which he was so successful, un- 
til .the time his fatal illness caus- 
ed him to relinquish hia practice. 
Late advancements and scientific 
^discoveries of the medical profes- 
sion were closely followed by Dr. 
Suttle and at his death he was 
probably one of the best known 
and best Informed surgeons in the 
state. 


A man of the highest ethical 
standards his reputation for fair 
dealings in all matters is known 
and respected by the hundreds of 
friends he made during his use- 
ful lifetime.

"From now on representatives 


of both governments insist u{.-on 
emphasizing their firm intention 
of creating by common effort

much as possible the conditions 
favorable to 
effective "collabora- 
tion in both political and econom- 
ic fields," the communique said. 
In Paris this agreement
